BREWERS’ PROBLEMS. 
What with the heavy beer duty and the 
rapid growth of tote pool clubs, which enable 
their patrons to obtain liquor outside the 
orcinary prohibited hours, the licensed trade 
appears to be faring badly. But we believe 
that the authorities are watching closely the 
latter menace. The beer duty, we feel 
confident, will be reduced in the next 
Hudget (says TJ'he Sunday Times), At 
the moment these are factors tending to 
reduce brewing profits and depress share 
values, but ry SL, the long view, there is 
uo genuine cause for pessimism. Guinness 
we consider are a sound share and worth 
averaging on those set-backs prompted by 
political pin-pricks. We cannot foresee that 
our breweries will gain any advantage in the 
lizely event of the United States modifying 
its liquor laws. There may be some causal 
for famous proprietary brands such as 
Guinness, but we may as well point out that 
there is already a stiff import duty ‘on all 
malt-liquors imported into America. 


CHEAP COPPER PRODUCTION. 

What are practically the first actual 
operating accounts of the Roan Antelope 
Copper Mines, Ltd., are now available.

MC utes! Glasses. | 


I have just seen F- of a set of interest- 
ing old Irish-mada musical glasses, by 
means of which our forefathers helped to 
make harmoniops their hours of leisure. 
Mr. M. S. D. Westropp, Keeper of the 
National Museum, and a_ well-known 
authority on old glass, tells me that there 
is a complete set of thirty-two pieces in 
the Museum, together with four pieces 
from another set probably made in Water- 
ford. The method of “playing” on the 
glasses was very quaint. The glasses, 
which, perhaps, resemble nothing more 
than glass pipes of various sizes, were set 
upright in a horizontal case and partly 
filled with water. The “player” then 
wet his finger and ran it in turn round the 
edge of each desired glass, upon which a 
musical sound was emitted, different notes 
being given out by the different-sized 
glasses. To play melodiously on the 
glasses is by no means easy. I believe, 
however, that many of our ancestors 
beca:ae so adept at this strange musical 
instrument that they could make the 


Chrysanthemums. 


“ Trish people never see a thing until it 
is pointed out to them.” This may be 
too strong an indictment of the Irish, but 
it was made by one of the gardeners 
at the Rotanical Gardens, Glasnevin, 
apropos of the show of chrysanthemums 
in the Nyanza Lily House.

Deep crimson and old gold are effectively 
combined in “ Mrs. A. Holden,’’ while 
“ Duchess of York ” makes a magnificent 
show with petals of a dark magenta, the 
undersides of which are in a sharply con- 
trasting lighter shade. In the yellows the 
finely curled petals of “ Lady “Edward 
Miller ” make an attractive blossom. 
Perhaps, the most noticeak’s colour is 
that of the blooms of “ Mersev.”” It is 
difficult to define, being something of a 
rich malt hue, with a gl am of sunshine 
in it, and a rich satin finish to the petals. 
To see the massed effect cf all these 
flowers is well worth a journey of some 
miles, and this week-end r“d during the 
coming week they will be seen at their 
best.

TRIBUTE TO THE WORK 
OF IRISHMEN. 


A brief address on the work of the 
Barnardo Homes was given by Mr. W. H. 
Hawkins, deputation secretary, at a musica! 
performance given by Barnardo boys in the 
Metropolitan Hail, Dublin, on Saturday after- 
noon. 

During the sixty years cf his life, he said, 
Dr. Thomas Barnardo, who was born in 
Dublin, rendered valuable service to the com- 
munity by founding homes for destitute 
children, beginning with a small home for 
boys in East London. Since then 112,000 
boys and girls had passed through the 
Barnardo Homes. When Dr. Barnardo died 
his place was taken by Mr. William Baker, 
barrister-at-law, another Irishman, who gave 
up a good practice in order t5 direct the 
work of the Home without fee or reward. 
The chairman of their Council that day was 
Sir William Fry, another Dublin man, whose 
son, Mr. Houghton Fry, would preside at 
They were thankful to 
Dublin for these things. 

Dr Barnardo himself was responsible for 
the rescue of 60,000 boys and girls. No desti- 
tute child was ever refused admission. and 
from being a rescued child it became a 
trained child. .The grown children were 
trained for various trades, and placed in 
jobs either at home or the overseas 
dominio: s. To feed these children cost £400 
per day, and he appealed strongly for volun- 
tary contributions. Since 1929, it was men 
tioned, thirty-five children had been admitted 
from Dublin, five being admitted during the 
past twelve months.

taxis, synthetic focds, and trips to Mars 
may or may not materialise, we are on some- 
what surer ground when we turn to consider 
the cinema. In fifty years time, one is safe 
in saying, the cinema will be very different 
from what it is to-day, and it is even possible 
to give some kind of a forecast as to what 
it will be like 
Of all the arts, the cinema depends most 
on mechanism for its existence; it is, in fact, 
so bound up with it that any new invention 
has even power to change its art, and to 
substitute another kind of art in its place. 
This already has Nar in the case of 
the ua picture (whose construction ahd 
acting technique are utterly different from 
those of the old silent films), and with every 
new invention it is likely that the technique 
will change still more. 
Within the last ten years or so; several 
inventions have mae their appearance which 
seem destined to have their effect on the 
future of the cinema. _ Colour photography 
is still in its infancy, but, although it has 
only been used in a very few pictures as yet, 
it will probably in time supersede the present 
‘‘ black and white” films altogether. The 
same might be said of stereoscopy, which 1s 
in an even more embryonic stage at the 
moment, Films in which the characters 
appear to be ‘‘ solid” have been shown on 
a few occasions, but the effect depends on 
the audience viewing them through specially 
coloured glasses, and the device is too clumsy 
to be popular We may be sure, however, 
that before long some way will be found out 
of the difficulty. 


TELEVISION. 


These two -inventions alone, which are 
bound to be used sooner or later, will cause 
as great a revolution in the cinema as the 
discovery of sound has done. Within half a 
centuty, one may guess, the films will not 
only show people moving and talking, but 
they will show them in their natural colours. 
Television may be used also, and we shall 
possibly be able to see a horse race or a 
football match while it is actually in progress, 
instead of having to wait for several days 
in order to do so. Television, however, 
hardly seems likely to go beyond the limits 
of the news-reel; at least, it is rather difficult 
to imagine how it could do so. 

It is easy to forecast an increasing use 
of mechanical devices, and to say that the 
cinema will tend to become more and more 
realistic as time goes on; but it is not so 
easy to guess what form the cinema will 
finally: take as an ait-form. The only thing 
we can be surs about is that it will be 
different from what it is now, and it is thus 
impossible to apply an absolute standard of 
criticism to film technique at the moment, 
because that technique is changing almost 
before our eyes. 


ROUND THE CINEMAS. 
_ “What Price Hollywood!” at the Savoy, 
is an attempt to show us that the life of a 
film star is not all jam, but the idea is not 
treated with sufficient vigour to make it really 
offective. Constance Bennett is shown as the 
waliress, who attains fame on the screen, but 
who finally abandons the life as a result of 
adverse publicity. The. acting of Lowell 
Sherman as the drunken film director is about 
the best feature of a rather uninteresting 
picture, 
“Insult,” which is being presented at the 
Capitol, is an ‘‘empire building ' story of 
much the usual kind. The action takes place 
it a French colonial outpost in Northern 
Africa, and John Gielgud has the principal 
part. On the stage, there is an extensive 
variety programme. | 
The Grafton is showing ‘‘ Sunny Side Up,” 
which will probably prove as great a success 
(from the box-oflice point of view) as it 
was when first presented in Dublin. There 
are a number of theme songs, and the prin- 
cipal actors are Janet Gaynor and Charles 
Farrell. 
The Metropole is showing ‘‘ Determination,”’ 
another story of newspaper life as lived in 
America. Mae Clarke takes the réle of a 
woman reporter, who proves her worth by 
tiacking down the amaé goi of a police com- 
missioner. Pat O'Brien, who has appeared 
before in several “newspaper stories,” plays 
the principal male part. The supporting 
picture is ‘Daring Danger,’’ a Wild West 
hilm featuring Tim McCoy. 
The Irish actress, Miss Maureen O'Sullivan, 
appears in “The Silver Lining,” which is 
being presented at the Corinthian, the story 
dealing with a girl of the idle rich class, who 
is sent to prison on a false charge. The

WHEAT-GROWING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Sra,—lIt is often said that we could now 
grow wheat in Ireland as well as it could be 
done eighty years ago. When wheat was grown 
extensively here it had to be grown in 
trenched ridges, about eight feet wide, so 
that the furrows would give such drainage 
as would prevent the seed from rotting In 
the winter. I have often tried to grow wheat 
on the level without trenching, but it suc- 
ceeded only on the high and dry part of the 

fields, and failed on the levels and hollows. 
The ridging not only entails greater cost 
in sowing, but also makes it impossible to 
use machinery in reaping. This, I believe, 
had a good deal to do with putting wheat 

out of cultivation in Ireland.—Yours, etc.,

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MISSIONARY SALE. 


FOR WORK IN INDIA AND 
CHINA. 


The Rutland High School Annual Mis- 
sionary Sale was held on Saturday afternoon 
in the school buildings, Granby row, Dublin. 
The sale was in aid of Church of Ireland and 
Presbyterian missionary work in India and 
China. The Rev. J. C. Breakey, Chairman 
of the Board of Governors, presided. 

In declaring the sale open the Rev. H. 
Sills, General Secretary of the Hibernian 
Church Missionary Society, said that many 
successful sales had in the past been held in 
that room, and they were a great help to the 
missions in India and China, When he 
landed in China in 1908 he found in the city 
of Foochow a great example of the good 
effects of this work in the shape of a school 
for blind boys, which had been founded by 
Miss Oxley. That lady, when she arrived 
there from Australia, realised the pitiable 
condition of the blind boys in that region, 
and she founded a school, where they were 
cared for, and taught handicrafts, which 
enabled them in after life to support them- 
selves. The work was an expression of the 
will of God, and it was being carried out by 
the help given to.it by these sales in Dublin.

WO students of Queen’s University, Bel- 

fast, were killed in a motor cycling 

accident this forenoon. were 

teorge Keith Liddell, aged 22 years, of 

Charch place, Portadown, and Richard George 
Moffett, of Malone Park, Belfast. 

The students left the University for a run 
on a motor-cycle, one of them riding pillion. 
When they reacned Malone road the motor- 
cycle skidded, apparently owing to the 
slippery condition of the road, and mounted 
the footpath. The bicycle continued to 
wobble for about thirty yards, and eventually 
hit a tramway switchbox. Both young men 
were thrown violently to the ground, striking 
the cement-work at the base of a railing at a 
house opposite Windsor avenue.

The War Debts. 


The next instalment of Great Britain’s 
War debt to the United States will fall 
due on December 15th—five weens from 
now. It amounts to 954 million dollars— 
nearly £20,000,000 at par, and rout 
£28,000,000 at the present rate of exchange. 
France’s instalment, which will fall due 
about the same time, amounts to some- 
thing like £4,000,000. Neither Govern- 
ment made any provision in its latest 
Budget for the payment of these great 
sums, and both have despatched Notes to 
Washington, explaining their line of 
action. The British Note declares: that 
President Hoover’s moratorium of last 
year gave rise to hopes of prosperity 
which have not been fulfilled. Europe’s 
Governments, it continues, 
their best. Lausanne “ represents the 
maximum contribution which the Govern- 
concerned have so far been 
able to make towards that early restora- 
tion of world prosperity . . . . for the 
achievement of which the co-operation of 
the United States is essential.’’ Lausanne, 
however, could solve only half of the 
problem: the question of Europe’s debts 
to America remains. The British Govern- 
ment believes that the whole matter of 
inter-Government debts must be recon- 
sidered, and asks the United States to 
exchange views on the subject—preferably 
at Washington. It requests, furthermore, 
that the United States shall postpone her 
demand for the December instalment of 
Britain’s debt until the discussions have 
been held. 

A similar line is taken in the French 
Note, which asks for an extension of the 
moratorium and a re-opening of the whole 
question of War debts. France, it im- 
plies, has played her part at Lausanne 
for the world’s prosperity, and she hopes 
that the United States’ will carry the 
process a stage further. There can be no 
doubt that the debtors of the United States 
are worse off than they were a few years 
ago. Before Lausanne they received money 
from Germany, which helped them to pay 
their huge debts to the United States. To- 
day they are receiving no money at all, 
and will receive very little when Germany 
resumes her payments; but still they are 
bound to discharge their obligations to 
Washington. This condition clearly cannot 
Neither the French nor the 
British Government can afford to pay its 
approaching instalment, and the only 
alternative to frank repudiation is an 
arrangement with the United. States 
whereby the time of payment shall be 
deferred. Postponement will solve the 
problem for the moment, but only for the 
moment, Unless every international 
quarter-day is to become merely an 
occasion for the further deferring of the 
debts, a final and definite settlement of 
War debts must be reached. The two 
Governments are wise to have approached 
the subject so soon, 

We need not doubt that the United 
States Government will meet the wishes 
of Great Britain and France, for the 
sound reason that it cannot do anything 
else. Mr. Hoover did not suppose, when 
he offered his moratorium to Europe, 
that Europe would resume her payments 
exactly as if there never had been a 
year’s break in them, . He knew that 
the moratorium was introducing a new 
era in regard to War debts; and Mr. 
Roosevelt, the President-elect, knows it 
equally well. It is still uncertain 
whether the Democratic victory in the 
United States will make any change in 
America’s attitude. In his public pro- 
nouncements Mr. Roosevelt—who has been

Progress in Broadcasting. 

Ten years ago to-day the first regular 
broadcast programme in the British Isles 
was sent out from London. As they look 
back upon the humours and triumphs of 
their first decade, the pioneers of the 
British Broadcasting Company may feel 
“an honest pride. Their first ramshackle 
apparatus, in which hairpins and match- 
sticks played a useful part, has given 
way to an elaborate mechanism that can 
put a girdle round the earth in less time 
than Puck would have needed to get his 
wings in motion. Their programmes, 
which gushed forth from the early 
receiving-séts in a torrent of sound sug- 
gestive of the damned in torment, now 
flow with delicate modulations from 
shapely pices of furniture into the ears of 
five million families of licensed listeners. 
Constant technical progress, although 
the most obvious, is not the only 
striking feature of the ten ycars. The 
unexplained silences which in the 
early days baffled so many listeners 
seldom occur in the programmes of 1932, 
and still less often is the family circle 
embarrassed by the unguarded confidences 
of persons in the studio, spoken in the 
belief that the microphone was not in 
action. Such development on the tech- 
nical side has been accompanied by a 
growing sense of ' responsibility to the 
public. The programmes of to-day are 
more sophisticated and less spontaneous. 
Even the ‘‘ wireless uncles,’’ whose names 
were household words to the children of 
the nineteen-twenties, have been sup- 
planted by graver and more dignified 
mentors. Homes which once were filled 
with the care-free strains of the concert 
party and the artless jest of the profes- 
sional entertainer now re-echo nightly to 
the measured periods of the teacher of 
foreign languages, the professor with an 
explanation of the atomic theory, and the 
statesman with his appeals to the public to 
stand fast in the crises which from time 
to time beset a harassed world. It is, 
perhaps, not unfair to trace this new 
seriousness to an important date in the 
In 1926 the 
British Broadcasting Company became a 
Corporation under Royal Charter, and it is 
thus, to some extent at least, under the 
Government’s supervision. Some months 
before this change was made the value 
of the broadcasting system at a moment of 
emergency had been demonstrated during 
the general strike, which had deprived the 
public of all other sources of trustworthy 
news. We have no doubt that, in future, 
broadcasting will be governed to a stil] 
greater extent by the exigencies of public 
policy. Its potentialities in time of war 
are manifest, but, if the world is wise, it 
will be consecrated to a nobler use, and 
nation will speak pec:» unto nation.

Imaginary Bazaars. 


New ideas are rare, and we congratulate 
the Green Cross Society on an idea which 
is not only new, but felicitous. In 
pursuit of its object—the protection of 
England’s rural beauty—the Society 
invites support for a bazaar, “' Surely,” 
our readers will say, “there is nothing 
new about bazaars ’’ ; but the Greeh Cross 
Society’s bazaar will be novel inasmuch 
as it will exist solely in imagination. A 
magic carpet only will be required. The 
Society's view is that the ordinary bazaar 
is often a nuisance to busy people. If 
the local member of Parliament is not 
asked to open it, he will be offended ; if 
he opens it, he may be forced to neglect 
more urgent duties. The wives of leading 
citizens hardly can refuse requests to 
make articles for the bazaar or to be stall- 
holders, though, for various reasons, such 
requests may be highly inconvenient. 
Other persons, while they can think of 
no decent excuse for absence, may feel 
that they are already too familiar with 
Miss Smith’s recitations and with Mr. 
Jones's feats of ventriloquism. Tha Green 
Cross Society offers a brilliant solution 
of such difficulties. It asks the public to 
attend its imaginary bazaar in spirit and 
to enrich its funds with material thank- 
offerings. No scale is suggested; but it 
is reasonable to suppose that, if escape 
from Miss Smith's voice is worth five 
shillings, the M.P.’s escape from an 
opening ceremony might be valued at five 
pounds. Prospective stallholders ‘and 
cosy-makers may be expected to assess 
their offerings on their sense of their 
own social importance—a shrewd touch, 
indeed. This idea must make a strong 
appeal to parochial bodies—especially in 
a parish where the rector condemns 
raffles—but it is capable of the widest 
expansion. The newspapers report innu- 
merable functions, political and social, 
from which certain persons were ‘‘ un- 
avoidably absent ” ; but they never specify 
those who were ‘‘ unavoidably present. 
Make such functions imaginary, and the 
thank-offerings for unembarrassed absence 
will bring grist to many a worthy mill.

Works, Dublin, and the artist has represented 
some of the gifts which endeared Dr. Clarke 
to his parishioners, His gift of song is ex- 
pressed by the angelic chorister in the centre 
of the trefoil lights at the top of the window. 
with the scroll inseri “In my song will 
I praise Him,” while the other two lights are 
reminiscent of kis gifts as a musician. 

One of the outstanding traits of Dr. Clarke's 
character was ‘his love for children, and for 
this reason the subject, “ Christ Blessing the 
Little Children” was chosen. The artist has 
dispensed -with the halo, a fumiliar feature 
in most stained glass work, and the group 
of figures has for its background a rising 
sun with its rays encircling the group, giving 
an unusually dignified and impressive effect. 

There is a freshness about the whole work, 
and the grouping of the children about the 
feet of Christ is so natural that persons who 
knew the late Dr. Clarke cannot help but be 
reminded of his lovable nature, } 

The colouring of the window is rich, but 
restful, and tones well with the Dr. Barton 
memorial and other fine stained glass windows 
in the church. 

In the Service the ‘‘Urbs Fortitudinus”’ 
was substituted for the “ Ze Deum,” and at 
the end of the third Collect the Archbishop 
made the dedication of the window before pro- 
ceeding with the ante-Communion, sermon and 
Holy Communion. The three hymns, all 
favourites of the late Dr. Clarke, were; “ Ten 
thousand times ten thousand,” ‘“‘I think when 
[ read that sweet story of old’’ (the children’s 
hymn* sung at the dedication), and “ For all 
the Saints which from their labours rest.”

DEMOCRATIC ADVICE ON 
SITUATION. 


From the train en route for Washing- 
ton, President Hoover has invited Mr. 
Roosevelt to corfer with him at the White 
House next week on the debt problems 
and other matters which, he said, could 
not be settled before Mr. Roosevelt assumes 
office. Mr. Hoover says that he would be 
“only too glad to have you bring into the 
conference any Democritic Congressional 
leaders or other advisers.’’ 

Reviewing the debt problem, “he 
reiterates his opposition to cancellation in 
any form, 

“We should,” he continues, “ be 
receptive to proposals from our debtors of 
tangible compensation, in other forms 
than direct payment, in expansion of 
markets for the products of our labour and 
our farms; and I have stated before that 
a substantial reduction of world. arma- 
ments, ‘which will relieve our own and 


world burdens and dangers, has-a bearing | 


upon this question. 

‘If negotiations are undertaken, pro- 
tracted and detailed discussions would be 
necessary, which could not be concluded 
during my administration. Any negotia- 
tion is limited by resolution of Congress. 
If there be any change in the attitude of 
Congress, it will be greatly affected by the 
views of those members whe recognised 
you as their leader, and who probably 
desire your counsel.”’ 


VALUE OF * HOLIDAY.” 

Mr. Hoover declares he is prepared to 
deal with the question so far as his power 
permits, “ but it must be our common 
wish to deal with it in constructive fashion 
for the common good of the country.”’ 

Referring to the present moratorium, 
Mr. Hoover says: “ It served the great 
purpose of staying destruction in every 
direction and giving Europe a year in 
which to realise and so modify their atti- 
tude on solely European questions as to 
save their credit structure from a great 
deal of further destruction. They have 
made very substantial progress during the 
year in financial adjustments among them- 
selves and toward armament reduction.”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt has so far made no com- 
ment on Mr. Hoover's invitation to confer 
with him at White House. His secretary 
at Albany (N.Y.) said that no news could 
be expected during the week-end. It is 
expected that he will accept, however. 

It would appear from inquiries made by 
Reuter’s correspondent in Washington 
that any effort to defer the interest pay- 
ments due on December 15th will be 
bitterly contested in Congress, which 
alone has the power to sanction any post- 
ponement. 


BLESSINGS OF REVISION, 

The unofficial Sloan Committee, consist- 
ing of seventy-six of America’s leading 
economists and business men, set up in 
September to examine the question of 
debts as a problem of business, recom- 
mends that Congress should authorise a 
‘‘ reconsideration and readjustment of the 
war debt funding agreements as would 
best advance the interests of American 
trade and promote the prosperity of the 
American people.” Congress should also 
‘‘ extend the moratorium for a sufficient 
period to give time for these negotia- 
tions. 

The report rejects complete cancella- 
tion of debts as “ neither an economie 
necessity nor a practical political possi- 
bility,’ but it maintains that a reason- 
able readjustment of debt promises *‘ far 
greater material benefits'to the American 
people than the direct income which they 
would receive if payment could be made 
in full.”' % 

Readjustment would stimulate world- 
wide and Amorican economic recovery, 
the experts maintain, and that the fall 
in prices, currency restrictions and de- 
preciation, and the decline in _ inter- 
national trade have, “‘ radically changed 
the capacity of the nations to pay, upon 
which the entire debt structure rests,’’ 

They point out that, “if we insist on 
full yment, the debtors may either 
jog or repudiate.’’ To force this 
alternative would mean a loss to the 
United States of any further revenue from 
these debts, and ‘‘ still further. hinder 
our commercial and financial relations not 
only with Europe, but also with other 
parts of the world.’’ sé

Thomas Morriss, P.P.) had addressed the 
meeting, someone in the crowd asked: 
“ What do you want now—is it a revola- 
tion ?’’ 

A scuffle took place on the outskirts 
of the crowd, and some blows were ex- 
changed. The Guards immediately inter- 
vened and separated the parties. 

When Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney was about 
to speak cheers and  counter-cheers 
immediately filled the air, and another 
struggle took place, in which a man re- 
ceived a blow on the face. 

A Guard threatened to take a man to 
the barrack if he did not keep quiet, but 
‘the man’s comrades stepped in and told 
him to remain where he was. Things 
began to look serious, and a woman 
rushed to the chairman for protection. 
Eventually the Guards succeeded in 
quelling the. disturbance by removing two 
men from the meeting, and Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney was able to proceed. 


WHEAT SCHEME CRITICISED 


He severely criticised the scheme intro- 
duced by the Minister for Agriculture, 
and said that it was an absolute failure, 
incapable of solving the agricultural diffi- 
culties which are facing the people of 
this State. , 

A YVoice—The executions. 

Referring to the wheat scheme, Mr. 
FitzGera!d-Kenney said that the Govern- 
ment admitted it was a failure.. They 
said that it would increase wheat-growing 
by 45,000 acres—no more, The ae in 
the Dail introducing it was an admission 
that the entire scheme was a dead failure, 
and it was going to bring positive injury 
to the people. 

The only thing that the Fianna Fail 
Party now offered to the people in return 
for smashing the cattle trade was that 
they will not allow any hay or straw into 
the country. In place of keeping hay 
and straw out of the country the Govern- 
ment should give a bonus for the importa- 
tion of it. | 

It is quite probable, continued Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney, that cattle will die of 
starvation during this winter, and, there- 
fore, the Government should make fodder 
for stock in this country cheaper rather 
than tax it. The people of this State are 
facing a condition of poverty such as was 
not faced before in human memory. 


THE ANNUITIES. 


Dealing with the land annuities, Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney said that the tax on 
Irish farm produce going into England 
was breaking the ordinary Irish country 
man. The Irish farmer was now paying 
annuities in the shape of taxes, and that 
was what the British Government put on 
those taxes for. 

We hold, he said, thet the farmers 
should not be asked to bay annuities a 
second time, and while these taxes are in 
force in England the Government of this 
State should grant a moratorium to the 
people who have got to pay land annuities. 
I cannot: understand a responsible 
Minister, like the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, getting up in the Dail and 
making a statement that he did not care 
one-rap whether there was 10 per cent. or 
40 per cent. duty on Irish cattle, because 
the cattle trade was done. It is true that 
the Irish cattle trade is in a hopeless 
way now, and even if the present Admini- 
stration did not hold office, the present 
year would have been very bad for cattle, 
but it would not be within 100 miles of 
what it is now. The Irish cattle trade 
is not done, because if they had to get 
out of.it no man will be able to make a 
living out of his land, nor will he be able 
to do so as long as the present Admini- 
stration is in office, or as long as President 
de Valera is President of the Executive 
Council. ! 

This country is going through a very 
bad time, and one of the things that | 
charge most against President de Valera 
is the way that he is deceiving and 
demoralising the people of this State. 

He appealed to the people to be very 
careful as to their conduct during the 
coming winter ; for remember, he said, that 
where there is poverty there is discontent, 
and when there is discontent it is very 
easy for the agitator to lead you into 
violence. This country must live under 
the rule of the law. 


“ ANOTHER MOSCOW.” 

Mr. M‘Nally, T.D., who was iaterrupted 
f-equently, said that the Government 
brought this country to the verge of 
famine. What did President de Valera 
do for the people of this parish, he asked. 

A Voice—He let them out of jail. 

Mr. Sean T. Ruane, Kiltimagh, said 
that the people who were shouting ‘‘ Up 
de Valera’’ were the people who were 
looking forward to the time when there 
would be discontent in the country. 

A Voice—Another Moscew. 

Referring to the A.C.A.. he said that 
the best elements of Irish manhood were 
in its ranks, and whenever necessary the 
A.C.A. would assist the Guards and make 
no apology to anyone. Honest and 
straightforward criticism must be heard. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
chairman, referring to the interrupters, 
said that they should get out of 
the habit of misconducting themselves at 
public meetings. The young girls. present 
should not allow themselves to do a thing 
like that. It was demoralising. No 
decent crowd of boys would interrupt a 
speaker. 

A Voice—We are as decent as the ones 
he brought with him to-day. 

The following resolution, proposed by 
Mr. John Casey, and seconded by Mr. 
William King, was passed: ‘‘ That we 
pledge ourselves to support Deputy 
Cosgrave in his motion to obtain a 
moratorium in respect of the payment of 
land annuities, and we call on deputies 
of all parties in the Dail to support him.”

TRAPPED IN BURNING 
HOLD.

A FIRE broke out yesterday in one of 

the insulated holds of the Blue Star 
liner Oregon Star, which is lying «p at 
Palmer's shipyard, Hebburn. Despite the 
efforts of two river fire-fighting floats, the 
fire spread to other holds and involved 
the fore part of the vessel. 

Considerable damage was done to the 
Oregon Star. The fire was still burning 
last night, but the outbreak was then 
virtually under control. 

A vessel alongside was moved to a safer 


position. 
BRAVE MAN’S END. 


Vass Hamilton, the first mate, who was 
in charge of the vessel, lost his life in the 
fire. He went down into the hold with a 
gas mask and a life-line, and ten minutes 
later the life-line broke when it was 
grasped by another man who had gone to 
the rescue. 

When the fire was discovered Chinese 
sailors sleeping on board were roused and 
ordered to leave the ship. They did so 
quietly. : 

Then the river police arrived, and an 
endeavour was wo a to locate the seat of 
the fire. Police Constable Russell volun- 
teered to descend the hold, but he was 
beaten back by the flames, which had 
obtained a big grip. 


LIFE-LINE BURNED. 


Hamilton then stepped forward and said 
that he would go down, as he knew the 
hold best. He was supplied with * gas 
mask. A life-line was attached to him, 
and he went into the hold. 

Ten minutes elapsed, but he did not 
return, and a Mr. Thompson went down to 
try to effect his rescue. He found Hamil- 
ton’s life-line, and was drawing it towards 
him when it broke, apparently having 
been burned. i 

Meanwhile the fire was increasing in 
intensity, and Mr. Thompson had to 
return to the deck in an exhausted state. 


AN EXPLOSION, 


Later there was an explosion and one 
of the river police officers was thrown ‘to 
the deck, but was not injured. 

Another fire-fighting vessel was brought 
on the scene. Water was poured on to 
the vessel to such an extent that it took 
a list, and a hole was burned with an 
acetylene burner in the side of the vessel 
to permit of the escape of the water. 

At 10 o'clock last night the fire was 
still burning, and efforts to reach Hamil- 
ton’s body had been unavailing. Hamil- 
ton’s home was at Bloomfield Gardens, 
Stranraer. 

The Oregon Star has a gross tonnage 
of 5,707 and was built in 1914 at New- 
castle. Her port of registry is London.

RESCUE OF SHIP'S CREW.

BOUNTY ON 
POULTRY. 


AMOUNT TO BE 
ANNOUNCED THIS WEEK. 


In connection with the official announce- 
ment made on Saturday that the Free 
State Government will pay a bounty on 
poultry exported for the. Christmas 
markets, it was authoritatively stated 
last night that the exact amount of the 
bounty has not yet been fixed. An 
announcement will, however, be made 
during the weck. 

The object of the Government in 
intimating the decision to pay a bounty 
was to prevent poultry farmers from 
rushing their produce into the markets 
and selling at a sacrifice. The announce- 
ment, it 1s hoped, will have a steadying 
effect. 


DUBLIN MERCHANT'S 
VIEWS. 

“ H the bounty is sufficient in amount 
and no conditions are laid down that 
would be irksome to traders, I believe it 
will go a long way to restore confidence in 
the industry,” said a leading poultry 
merchant in Dublin last “www. & to an 
Trish Times representative, who asked him 
for his views on the probable effect of the 
bounty which, as the Free State Executive 
Council has announced, will be paid on 
poultry exported for the Christmas 
market. 

There was no doubt, he added, that a 
generous bounty would steady the trade ; 
but, if the bounty proved to be insignifi- 
cant, for all practical purposes it would 
be of no use. It should be as much as the 
Government could afford to give, and he 
believed that the Minister would do his 
best. An adequate bounty would do much 
to check the present panicky feelings in 
the market owing to the British tariffs and 
the consequent reduction of cross-Channel 
trade, 

He hoped that nothing would be done to 
impede the trade by regulations requiring 
a certain type of package for use by 
exporters who had not been accustomed to 
such a type of package, or would not be 
able to get it in time for the Christmas 
market.

WAR DEBTS. 


In a _ leading article, The 
observes :—The British Note to the United 


States, the text of which is published | 


this morning, is a step towards the 
solution of one of the main factors in the 
prolonged economic depression. It con- 
stitutes neither an offer nor a refusal to 
pay on the appointed date, Formal 
aplication is made for the suspension of 
payments until discussions on the subject 
can begin, and while they are proceeding, 
and the comments of the American 


Government are invited on this proposal. | 


In fact the Note follows the normal pro- 
cedure for the opening of negotiations 
which have long been foreseen as in- 
evitable, and which are, moreover, a 
necessary corollry to the Lausanne Con. 
ference. 

The British Note recalls, proceeds The 
Times, that at Lausanne it was found 
necessary to suspend payments due to 
the participating Powers in order to allow 
the work of the Conference to proceed 
undisturbed. In practice, it is now pro 
posed to extend the Hoover moratorium, 
which suspended for one year all pay- 
merits on inter-governmental payments, 
in order, if possible, to avert a disastrous 
breakdown in the machinery of inter- 
national finance and trade. The relief 
given by this generous American iniatitive 


came, unfortunately, too late to prevent the | 
collapse, which had been foreseen. Defaults | 


and suspensions of payments, and ex- 
change restrictions, have since reduced 
world trade to a state of almost complete 
paralysis. The machinery which ‘has 
broken down must be restored befove trade 
can be revived, and the payment of inter- 
national debts resumed, which is as 
necessary in the interests of the United 
States as in those of the debtor nations. 
No restoration is conceivable without a 
review of existing inter-Governmenta] 
financial obligations. In short, an ex- 
change of views on this subject between 
the Governments concerned has become a 


matter of urgént necessity, and it } 


clearly desirable that, as the British Néte 
suggests, these discussions should be 
facilitated by the postwonement ef the 
payments due on December 15. 

A Note ns similar lines has also been 
despatched to Washington by the French 
Government. But, as is pointed out in 
Paris, there can be no question of a 
common front of the debtor ocuntries, 
since there existing funding agreements 
with the United States were concluded 
separately and on different bases.

THE RIGHT OF OBJECTION. 


Again, the invitation of Mr. Joyce, to 
mention only one example, established as 
a principle in the present and for the 
future that the issue of indecency or 
obscenity could not even be raised when 
there 1s question of academical honours. It 
was declared for ever irrelevant. An Ovid 
could be exiled among the Scythians by 
Augustus Cesar, patron, par ercellence, of 
literature and art, but an Irish Academy, 
fifteen-eenturies after Patrick, is more 
‘‘ catholic.”” And if an Ovid arose in our 
midst to-moxrow he could not well be 
blackballed by those who invited Mr, James 
Joyce. Now this was a principle that no. 
self-respecting nation would ever accept. 
The French Academy was never accused 
of prudery, yet it seemed to have drawn 
the line somewhere. It never admitted 
Zola or Marcel Proust. Would those be 
excluded by the self-constituted committee 
of the Irish association? Hardly, after 
the invitation to the author of Ulysses. 

They seem quite unconscious that. any- 
one had:a righ; to object. To do so’ was, 
to betray‘ fanaticism, early .Victorianism, 
philistinism, and.so on till the) elegant 
vocabulary of abuse was exhausted, But 
all this left us quite unmoved. | The Irish 
peels were. neither fanatics ‘nor fools. 
They know that literary achievement 
alone entitles a man to a place in @ 
literary academy, but they would never 
honour with their approbation any work, 
however great, which pilloried the nation 
or made for the undermining of its morals. 
They ~— well ask who entitled a narrow 
group of intellectuais to set up quite 
opposing standards of selection. 

Finally, the new Academy would be 
dominated by the prestige and strong 
personality of Mr. Yeats and Mr. Shaw. 
These were eminent men of letters—no 
doubt of that at all. If they confined 
their efforts to the domain of pure 
literature all would be well. But both 
also aspired to. the fróle of moral 
philosophers, of universal intellectual 
guides for the Irish people. And to both 
of them in this capacity the majority of 
that people have deep-seated and well- 
founded objection. The very fact that 
they were likely to set the tone of the new 
Academy was sufficient to make us look 
askance at the whole proceedings, even if 
we had no other misgivings. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS, 


Professor Robert Donovan moved a vote 
of thanks to Father Gannon, and said that 
the new school had set up evil as its god. 
They had put aside the Decalogue and 
called certain of the Commandments 
disciplinary taboos, suggesting that they

ENGLISH MINE 
EXPLOSION. 


TWENTY-FIVE 
LIVES LOST. 


'T ei owt in lives are reported to have 


been lost in an explosion at the Edge 

Greer (No. 9) Pit of the Garswood 
Hall Colliery Company, at  Ashton-in- 
Makerfield, Lancashire, on Saturday last. Six- 
teen bodies were recovered on Saturday and 
six yesterday. The scene of the accident is 
about three miles from the Bickershaw Pit, 
where nineteen men were killed in a cage 
accident a month ago, 

The cause of the accident is believed to 
have been the firing of a ‘‘shot,’’ or blasting 
charge, The man who fired the charge had a 
remarkable escape from death. Both his 
legs were broken, but he managed to crawl 
away, and thus avoided being gassed. The 
fireman who was with him perished. 

Mr. J. H. Edmondson (managing director) 
had been seriously ill, but on learning of the 
accident he rose from his sick bed, and was 
among the rescue party at the pit-head. 


RESCUED MAN’S ACCOUNT. 


One of the rescued men, Mr. J. W. 
Devaney, who -was able to go. home after 
treatment in the infirmary for shock, related 
his experience. ‘‘ Early in the morning,’ he 
said, “‘I heard a noise that sounded like a 
fall of roof. The foreman went to investigate 
and telephoned for us to come out at once. 
There were eighteen of us, and we went down 
to the coal-face, where the explosion had 
happened. We found three dead men there. 
We had carried the bodies ten yards when 
one of the carriers was overcome by gas and 
collapsed. Nine or ten or us kept on falling 
over through the gas. There was practically 
no good ar. 

“1 felt myself falling, but I crawled along 
as Lest I could. It was like a drunken man, 
Then the rescue party arrived, and I was 
brought up the shalt and taken to the 
infirmary.”’

VIEWS OF MINISTER 
FOR - AGRICULTURE.

bélieve that the proper aim of an 
agricultural policy should be to in- 

crease milk output. There is 4 
market to be found in almost every country 
in the world for some milk product or other. 
The future of cattle, on the other hand, is 
problematical. The world’s production ‘of 
meat has been increasing rapidly during re- 
cent years, more particularly, however, in 
mutton ahd bacon, and these meats have, to a 
large extent, taken the place of beef.’’ 

his statement was made by Dr. J. Ryan, 
Free State Minister for gy ii ay at the 
inaugural meeting of the Dairy Science So- 
ciety, which was held in the Dairy Science 
Institute, . University College, Cork, to-night, 
when. he delivered an address on ‘‘ The Dis- 
posal of Dairy Products.” 

Dairying, he said, is the most important 
branch of agriculture, and the conditions 
under which dairying is carried on are of the 
utmost importance to public health. In deal- 
ing with that matter, therefore, they were 
discussing a matter of first importance to the 
Society. in» general, and the Dairy Science 

Section of University College,’ Cork, had a 
heavy responsibility for the future economic 
development: of the country, and for the 
health of future generations, 

In “1926,<the total gross output of agri- 
cultural’ products amounted to £58,619,000. 
Of this, milk. and milk products accounted 
for: £15,093;000, cattle £13,809,000, ‘pigs, 
poultry ‘a eggs £18,091,000. As cattle, 
pigs poultry’ and eggs depended to a large 
extent on milk for successful production, 
dairying contributed directly 22 per cent. 
of their agricultural output, and indirectly a 
further 54 per cent. Dairying was, therefore, 
the basic industry for more than 75 per cent. 
of their farming economy. 

If the milking life of a cow could be 
extendtd through the prevention of disease 
the gam to the owner would be substantial. 


THE BOUNTIES. 


If costs could not Be reduced immediately 
to any extent the price received ought to be 
examined to see if better profits could be got 
by an improvement in the price. If bounties 
could be defended at all, a case could be made 
for them in the case of dairying which is the 
basis of their whole agriculture. 

“To get farmers into increased milk pro- 
duction,” said Dr., Ryan, ‘‘we must ‘offer 
them an attractive price.” At present their 
milk and milk products were disposéd of as 
follows:—10,5 per cent, to. live stock ;.46 per 
cent. was consumed by producers themselves ; 
17 per cent. by people Jiving in towns and 
villages, and 26.5 per cent. exported. 

They appeared ‘to: be the largest butter- 
eaters in the world, and very poor milk- 
drinkers.’ Taking liquid milk consumed and 
the milk equivalent af butter consumed, the 
rural population disposed of 150 gallons per 
head per annum; and the urban population 
87 gallons, If the urban consumption of 
milk and butter equalled that in rural areas 
there would be only,134 per cent. for export. 
Compared with other countries, the Free 
State consumed annually 30 gallons of liquid 
milk; Great Britain gallons; U.S.A. 46 
nye Switzerland 83 gallons, and Sweden 
gallons, 

Steps had been taken to absorb what they 
could by preventing the import of butter, 
tinned cream, condensed milk, dried milk and 
cheese, In. a small way. also they had en- 
deavoured to gubsidise the consumption of 
milk wg the destitute poor. Having satis- 
fied the home market, the question was, 
where and how were: they to sell the surplus?

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BUTTER EXPORTS, 


From pre-war the world’s export of butter 
hed increased well over 100 per cept. Den: 
mark, the largest expotter in the world, had 
ba up by 100 per cent., New Zealand by 
00 per cent., amd Australia by almost 2 
per cent. The exports of the Irish Free 
State had declined. a importers the 
British market had expanded by about 70 per 
cent., but, whereas. Britain before the war im- 
ported 80 per cent. of the tetal world supply, 
she now only imports about 66 per cent. In 
milk products Holland was the largest ex- 
porter.. The largest importer under all heads 
was Great Britain, but there was an increase 
in the market for one item or another in many 
other countries. 

Putting aside tariffs and. bounties, the 
questiag for them to decide was whether Free 
State fagmers could’ afford to sell butter on 
the British market at 106s. per cwt.? Here 
they were faced with a situation which was 
likely to continue... To. prevent farmers 
from going out of milk production, 
and stave off the disaster which 
threatened. the dairy industry, they had to 
consider ways and means of giving farmers 
the cost of milk production, and the Dairy 
Produce (Price Stabilisation) Act was the re- 
sult. This put new heart into the dairying 
industry, and provided for farmers a fair 
return for their outlay and labour. 

Since the tariff on Free State butter and 
cream ‘was increased by Greet Britain, mar 
kets were found for some portion of the Fra: 
State butter on the Continent, and it was 
felt that the increased tariq on the part of 
Great Britain would have little or no effect 
on Free State exports of butter. 

“To the mutual advantage of producers 
and consumers,’’ said Dr, Ryan, ‘‘there is 
undoubtedly much room for an expansion of 
the market for. milk in our towns and cities, 
From the point of view of public health, 
the necessity for such expansion is beyond 
guestion,”’ 


CONDENSED MILK, 


Dealing “with condensed milk, Dr. Ryan 
said that in the Government’s own factory 
in Limerick, the trade in full cream con- 
densed milk had increased, and. it 
looked . as if the tinning of 
creanr , might become an important 
commercial asset.

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SIR. PLUNKET. BARTON’S 
LECTURE. 


From Our Conresponvent.

HE RIGHT. HON. SIR ~ DUNBAR 
| PLUNKET BARTON, Bart., D.Litt., 
in a lecture at the Irish Literary 
Society, London, yesterday, said—The genius 
of peyton ores Fy so varied, and at the same 
time so harmonious, that it: has frequently 
been compared to those combinations of musi- 
cal notes which charm the eat, express the 
emotion, and touch the feelings of a listening 
world. ‘o-night we are concentrating cur 
attention upon one of those; Shakespearean 
notes of music, the Celtic one. Let us Gis- 
tinguish it from four others, namely, the 
Greek, the Roman} the Notman‘and the Anglo- 
Saxon, all of which have been supposed’ by 
Shakespearean critics to find a place in the 
poet's work. 

According to some eminent students of this 
subject, the Greek note in Shakespeare con- 
sists of that particular kind of brilliance that 
is so Vivid as to deserve the tame of radi- 
ance. The Roman note bespeaks dignity, the 
Norman note expresses vigour, energy, 
strenuousness, and the Anglo-Saxon note de- 
notes sincerity. There remains the Celtic note, 
and what it expresses has been summed up 
in three characteristic qualities, namely— 
warmth of imagination, a lively appreciation 
of natural beauty and mystical grandeur, and 
the last of these is, perhaps, the most 
characteristic of all. 

From what source did Shakespeare receive 
his Celtic impressions? In the first instance, 
in all probability he received them from the 
influence of environment and heredity. The 
Forest of Arden had been one of the last of 
the forests to give refuge to the ancient 
Briton, The Avon itself was a Celtic name, 
and one of many other Celtic place-names in 
that district. Accordingly, Celtic influences 
may have lingered in the Stratford country- 
side longer than elsewhere, An English literary 
historian, Henry Morley, has gone so far as 
to declare that if it had not been for this jn- 
fluencé Germanic England could never have 
produced a Shakespeare, | 

One of the most cultured writers on this 
subject was Matthew Arnold, who traced 
three of the elements in Shakespeare’s style to 
a Celtic source-——namely, its poetic simplicity, 
its musical rhythm, and its note of airy magic, 
There is something very interesting to Irish 
people in these -critical judgments, and I 
propose to examine them in the light of four 
of Shakespeare’s plays—namely, “ King 
Lear,” ““ Cymbeline,” ‘lhe Lempest,”’ and 
‘* Macbeth.°’ 

In the three first-mentioned of these plays 
the Celtic note comes-from the atmosphere 
and legends of ancient Britain. In ‘‘ Macbeth ”' 
we can trace the influence of the atmosphere 
and legends of ancient Jréland. 

While it probably is trua that the Celtic 
note in Shakespeare comes more from ancient 
ade > than from ancient Ireland, its presence 

nd influence in Shakespeare’s plays and 
poems may, perhaps, help to explain their 

undoubted popularity in Ireland, . 


** LEAR” AND ** CYMBELINE.”’ 


Of all the plays of Shakespeare “ King 
Lear ” is, perhaps, the most admittedly and 
decidedly Celtic in its origin and atmosphere. 
Its story is taken from the pages of an old 
chronicler, Geoffrey of Monmouth, who ex- 
celled \in. the art. of investing ancient legends 
with the garb of history. Although 
Shakespeare’s ‘‘ King Lear ” differed in its 
plot from the Irish legen! of the children 


of King ir, it, is interesting to note that the 


two stories have several points of striking 
similarity. -Im both a Royal house was 
rendered desolate. in both the gloom and 
sadness were relitved by the patience and 
devotion of a beautiful and dutiful girl. Both 
were domestic tragedies, in which homeless 
outcasts were subjected to what Shakespeare 
called the pelting of pitiless storms. 

“ Cymbeline,” in its main plot, was of 
Italian origin, but there is an underplot that 


the stealing of two young princes, their 
bringing up. in a cave in a mountainous part 
of Wales, and the Arcadian existence which 
was led with them by Imogen, who is dis- 
guised as a boy, and does not know that 
they are her brothers. This story is derived 
from an ancient British source, and is 
paralleled in the Irish saga by the story of 
Deirdre’s happy sojourn with the sons of 
Usnach -in the islands and Highlands of Scot- 
land. The two stories seem to have a racial 
affinity. ' 

In “ The Tempest’’ the frame of the plot 
is German, and the shipwreck comes from a 
true account of a contemporary disaster to 
a flagship in the West Ind'es, but the element 
of the haunteil island has been attributed by 
several writers to an Irish source, Certainly 
the Irish saga are full of such materials. 
The best known of them tells the story of 
the voyages of St. Brendan, Abbot of Clon- 
fert, with seventeen companions, in quest of 
the Land of Promise. It is believed that 
these were real voyages to the Hebrides, 
Orkneys, Faroe Islands and Iceland; but the 
story of these journeys was embro‘dered by 
the Celtic imagination with legends of 
miraculous islands, full of beauty and joy 
and strange phenomena, which have some 
similiarity to the mysterious sounds and 
sights which haunted the island in Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘ Tempest.” 


** MACBETH.” 


There remains the play of Macbeth, which, 
in its origin and in many of its details, is 
a typical tragedy of the Irish Gael. All the 

rincipal characters, for example—King 
Juncan, Lady Macbeth and Macbeth him- 
self—were historical personages, who belonged 
to the Gaelic colony which sailed from 
Ulster and settled in Western Scctland iu 
the sixth. century. This colony obtained a 
powerful place in their co to country 
owing to the extraordinary influence which 
St. Columba exercised in the next century in 
Western Scotland and its islands. Kenneth 
Macalpine, King of Scotland in the ninth 
century, was one of these Dalriad Gaels, and 
King Duncan. and “Lady Macbeth were h's 
descendants, The original colony Gaels 
from Ireland has carried their Gaelic saga 
and. legends and customs to Western Scot- 
land, where they were preserved and handed 
down, and came to Shakespeare through such 
mediums as Holished’s Chronicles. 

Three of the principal ‘episodes in ‘* Mac- 
beth’’ had features which were characteristi- 
cally Gaelic, namely, the three witches, the 
vision of kings, and the moving forest of 
Birnam. A group of three weird women was 
a characteristic feature of. Gaelic folklore. 
Séveral examples may be cited. For example, 
the three goddesses of war, sisters who were

The vision of Kings 
in “ Macbeth' has also its parallels in the 
Irish legends, which may be accidental, but 
the similarity of the episode of the moving 
forest. of Birnam to several episodes of the 
same kind in ancient Irish legendas can hardly 
be an accidental coincidence. To eut down 
trees, and advance under the covering,, was 
so familiar a ruse de guerre, and occurs so 
frequently.in the Irish legends, that. it looks

TWO INSTITUTIONS 
CRITICISED. 


Lecturipg at the weeny meeting of “ An 
Comann Náisúinta,” Dublin, on ‘ Culture 
and Progress,” Mr. John Swift remarked that 
vital culture could be divided into three out- 
lines—economic, gesthetical and ethical. 

Economic culture manifested itself in man's 
efforts to procure his sustenance and in: pro- 
tecting himself in- his environment.

and the ethical by his efforts to’ adjust him- 
self to his environment, so that there should 
be order and arrangement in the social body.
